The Department of Agriculture has evidence that on or about August 31, 2010 - July 20, 2010 you or your 
organization committed the following violation of Federal Regulations:

2.40 (b)(3) • Establish and maintain programs of adequate veterinary care 

to include daily observations and frequent communication 
with the attending veterinarian to convey information on 
problems of animal health, behavior, and well-being. 

(**One marmoset was diagnosed with intestinal parasites in 
September 2009 but died shortly after treatment was initiated. 

**The cagemate of the marmoset dianosed with intestinal parasites 
died one month later. 

**Two marmosets died in March and June 2010 of unknown causes. 
**Four other marmosets died of cold exposure in early 2010.) 

3.78 (b) • Provide outdoor housing facilities for nonhuman primates 

with adequate shelter from the sun, rain, snow, wind, cold and 
any weather conditions that may occur. 

(Four marmosets housed outdoors died in early 2010 from cold 
exposure with ambient temperatures dropped below 45 degrees on 
several occasions.) 

2.126(b) • Have a responsible adult available to accompany APHIS 

officials during the inspection process, and a room, table or 
other facilities for examination of records and inspection of 
property or animals for use by APHIS officials if necessary . 
(On August 31, 2010, a responsible adult was not available to 
accompany the APHIS officials during the inspection process.)
